The : Japan Herald throws doubt on the report of the 
Shiogoon’s abdication, and treats it as a canard promulgated 
by the “ opposition party.” 

The following items are from the Herald :— 

Telegrams may now be despatched from here to all parts of 
the world through Mr. E. S. Benson, who has been appointed 
agent for the Western Union Telegraph Company. By this 
means the telegrams per Colorado this trip may be of a more 
interesting character than they have been hitherto, and we 
trust the line may be sufficiently supported to enab.\e them to 
keep up their agency. 

The body of a soldier named R. Surgey, belonging to H.M.’s 
29th regiment, has been found in tho sea near the French 
Hatoba. A coroner's inquest was held, but no informat ion was 
elicited as to the manner of his falling into the water. _ The 
verdict was returned “ Found Drowned.” :

The rumour of the abdication of the Shiogoon’is alluded to by 
the Japan Times in the following terms :—“ We have taken %&s 
the subject of a leading article a report which has reached‘u8 
from a source on which we have always been able hitherto 
implicitly to rely. The Shiogoonate is said to be again vacant, 
Stotsbashi having resigned, aud professed himself, as on the 
occasion of the death of his predecessor, ready and anxious 
to acknowledge the claims of the young Owari to the 
dangerous dignity. We cannot state positively that this in- 
telligence is correct, but the rumour is prevalent in many 
quarters, and, all things considered, the probabilities are in 
favour of its truth. ‘The wish on this occasion certainly 
does not father the thought, for, in common with all the 
foreign diplomatic corps, we should receive confirmation of 
the report with dismay. It would imply another long minority, 
contests for power between several rival factions, con- 
stant alarm, disturbance, and perhaps a_ bloody civil 
war. But as we have before pointed out, the position of 
Stotsbashi has always been a difficult one. Without much 
territory or means of his own, and with but a scauty personal 
following, nothing but his talents raised him to greatness at so 
early a period of his life, and by many of the great nobles he is 
regarded as a clever adventurer and neither feared uor envied— 
certainly disliked. It will be recollected that it was with the 
utmost difficulty, at a most important crisis, when they could 
hardly do without him, the Daimios succeeded at last in per- 
suading him to accept investiture. He gave them distinctly to 
understand that he would only remain Shiogoon on condition 
that his foreign policy should be endorsed and supported by a 
majority of them; and it cannot be matter of surprise that 
now—the danger over and intrigue against him commcncing— 
he should remind them that he never sought the dignity, and 
should seek to lay it down. Inthe position he held before, as 
Gotairo or Protector of the young Shiogoon, he had nearly all 
the power and but little of the responsibility. Who can wonder 
that he should wish again to occupy, as he probably would 
should Owari be installed, so desirable a post ?” 

In accordance with the orders of the Mikado, the Prince of 
Echizen left Shimonoseki on the 11th July to communicate 
the terms “lenient and generous” on which his rebellion is 
condoned. Chiosiu goes into retirement aud a son succeeds 
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to his dignities and the son of Ongasawara, the Daimio who 
lost his all at Kokura, is to receive from Chiosiu when he 
comes of age (he is now six years old) a hundred thousand 
kokus. Chiosiu has also lent Ongasawara the means of re- 
building his palace, which was totally destroyed when his town 
was taken. Thus the civil war is finally brought to a close and 
peace restored to the country. 

The case of C. S. Hope v. Hansard and Black has been tried 

in H.M.’s Consular Court, before Dr. Myburgh. This was a 
case to try the validity of a bill of sale given to Mr. C. S. Hope 
as security for the repayment of money lent to Messrs. Han- 
sard and Black, now bankrupts. On behalf of Mr. Hope, the 
case was conducted by Mr. H. B. Austin, who held a power of 
attorney, which he handed in for the satisfaction of the Court. 
In opening his case Mr. Austin read his petition that the plant 
and goodwill of the Japan Lerald be handed over to him, as its 
rightful owner, by the oflicial assignee. To this petition Messrs. 
A. Marks and Co. had raised objections, and called in question 
the validity of the deed, on the grounds that no detailed 
specification of the property affected by the deed was 
upon the face of it; that the terms of “Order in Council, 
1865,” had not been complied with, requiring that “ within 21 
days an affidavit of the time when the bill of sale was 
made ;” and thirdly, that the property had never been taken 
possession of by Mr. Hope before the adjudication of bank- 
ruptcy, although he was aware that Messrs. Hansard and Black 
were insolvent. Dr. Myburgh, in giving judzment, said the 
bill of sale in question appeared to have been executed on 
the 14th of February, 1866, but it was not registered until 
the 28th of. November following, nine months afterwards ; 80 
that in Jaw it could not be construed to be a registration 
in the tsrms of the Act. It would appear, therefore, that 
the docu ment was to all intents and purposes a secret bill 
of sale during the interval. There had also been an absolute 
failure of compliance with the Act which renders the filing of 
an aff jdavit obligatory to validate a bill of sale. The Court 
theref ore had no option but to hold the so-called bill of 
sale to be absolutely null and void.—Petition dismissed and 
plat stiff to pay costs. 

J the sale of the Japan Herald, which had been put off from 
the , 11th of July to the 1st Aug., had again been postponed, 
th is time indefinitely, and it was believed that no further pro- 
¢: sedings would be taken in the case until the ‘arrival of Sir

NAGASAKI.

CHINA. 
HANKOW. 

The Hankow Zines mentions an act of looting on the estate 
of the wealthy family of Tseng-kwoh-fan, the Viceroy of the 
Two Kiang, in Hunan :—“ It will possibly be remembered by 
some of our readers that some weeks since there was a con- 
siderable stir among the gunboats and troops on the Wuchang 
side, consequent upon the despatch of a large force to Hunan. 
In the district of Shiang-shiang the family mansion of Tseng 
had been pillaged, many myriads of silver taken out of the 
family hoard, and the whole household scattered. This was an 
act of retaliation, carricd out by the members of the Ko-lau- 
hwei (a new socicty formed of disbanded braves), becausc one of 
their leaders had been decapitated at Wuchang by order of the 
Governor of Hupeh, who is a brother of Tscng-kwoh-fan. The 
discovery of this immense amount of treasure, probably only 
a part of the deposits or savings of the Tseng family, has led 
to a few inquiries as to the way in which it has been come by. 
The matter is hushed up ; but the who'e affair, from first to 
last, is such a perfect exhibition of the ways and means of the 
goveruing and the governed of this unique country that very 
little comment is needed upon this particular instance of the 
internal disorder of a country whose people are said to be sub- 
missive and industrious.”

The Shanghai Recorder has the following comments on the 


bankruptcy case of Messrs. Mackellar and Co., whose first 
mecting of creditors took place at Hankow on the 6th July :-— 


“The injury which is constantly done to trade by the ill- 


advised action of a few speculators, who, without capital to lose, 
enter the markets and raise prices against more prudent and 
more legitimate traders, is such as to render it the imperative 
duty of the press not to pass without comment cases of this 
nature when they come before the public. 
propose to take into consideration the facts which have come to 
light in reference to the bankruptcy of Messrs, Mackellar and 
Co., Hankow. We take our data from the published report, 
and we deduce from them such inferences as must naturally 
occur to any one who gives them an attentive perusal. We 
shall be glad to find that the report is wrong in some respects, 
or that we have m:sunderstood its drift, seeing that the matter, 
as it is now brought before the public, forms one of the most 
melancholy commercial episodes which it has yet been our mis- 
fortune to notice.

“The report of the proceedings which we reproduce from 


the Hankow Times is not by any means 80 explicit as might 
have been expected. At the same time it throws a light upon 
one or two broad facts, which are sufficient to indicate the 
nature of the affair. 
to have been characterised by an unaccountable recklessness ; 
one fact alone being sufficient to show a total absence of a 
proper consideration for the interest of those who intrusted 
good to the bankrupts. We find, according to Mr. Gordon's 
statement, that about May, when the firm had ‘no balance 
either in hand or at their bankers to any extent,’ they com 
menced to operate in tea, aud purchased teas to a considerable 
amount, so that taels 230,000 or thereabouts stood as due to 
the Chinese teamen in June; of which sum taels 150,000 had 
actually been received by Mackeller and Co., the remainder 
being margin not drawn against. 
mouth in which theg150,000 taels were received on account of 
the tea purchased from the Chinamen, payments to sundry 
foreign firms to the extent of 162,000 taels wero made; 
so that it would appear that the money received for the teas 
pledged as security to the banks, was used to pay off old lia. 
bilities, while the unfortunate Chinamen were left unpaid, 
There aro one or two statements which appear incongruous ; 
such for instance that {certain “Loans from Chinese,” 
amounting to 26,000 taels, were also repaid in June; it 
being difficult, if the figures given are correct, to see pre 
cisely where the money to make this payment came from. 


There may, however, be some discrepancies in statements from 
memory ;

and doubtless this as well as some other 
points of detail is susceptible of explanation. The broad fact, 
however, remains, that, with the knowledge of being under heavy 
liabilities, and with scarcely any funds in hand, the firm 
dcliberateily went into extensive purchases of tea, and that 
while old debts were liquidated with the sum advanced upon 
those teas, the Chinese sellers romained without a cash. Allu- 
sion is made by Mr. Gordon to certain 12 chops of tea which, 
it seems, he expected would be sent to his godown, but which, 
for some reason, were not sent. ‘If,’ says he, ‘the 12 chops 
which were not delivered had been sent into my godowns, | 
could have paid all my cheques. I trusted to pay for the 12 
chops by the margins returning from Shanghai, as teas were 
lower in ILankow than they have ever been.’ What margins 
were these that Mr. Gordon trusted to? He tell us himself in 4 
previous part of his statement : ‘The margins 90,000 taels are 
chictly on chops that have not been paid for—all with the ex- 
ception perhaps of 10,000 taels or 15,000 taels.’ So here were 
230,000 taels due to the Chinamen from whom Mackellar and 
Co, bought the teas; of which sum 150,000 teels had bees

ery in hard cash and: paid away in other directions; and 
the margin is designed—for what? Not to pay at Jeast a por- 
tion of the moncy duc to the Chinamen whose teas had been 
received, drawn against, and shipped off, but to pay for another 
12 chops of tea altogether. Again in another place, we find 
Mr. Gordon stating that he ‘expected the margins back 
from Shanghai any day to pay up the 140,900 taels. Cer- 
tainly these ‘margins’ were expected wonderfully to increase, 
seeing that they were to be large enough to pay the total 
amount over which they were the original,margin, and the cost 
of twelve chops besides, and in addition were to have heen of 
such a nature that Mackellar and Co. could ‘ have their pudding 
and eat it too,’ as the margins themselves belonged to the 
Chinese. 

“ Such are the leading features in this case ; and much as we 
may deprecate the recent demonstrations on the part of the 
Chinese at Hankow, we cannot but admit with reluctance and 
shame, that if they mistook their remedy, they at least had too 
good cause for disrespect and hatred towards the foreign house 
who had so grossly and heartlessly abused their confidence.” 


We regret, says the [ecorder, to have to record the death 
of Captain Rae, formerly of the Bunker Hill, which oc- 
curred under melancholy circumstances, One night he went 
with some companions to bathe in the Yang-king-pang Creek, 
and was observed to plunge into the waterfrom the bank. He 
swam some distance and then suddenly sank, his body being 
recovered next morning. An inquest was held at the USS. 
Consulate, and a verdict that the deceased was drowned in the 
Yang-king-pang Creek was returned. 

The “ De Norman monument” has long been a bone of con- 
tention to the Shanghai newspapers as to the most suitable 
spot for its erection. The Friend of China, in recording the 
final settlement of the discussion by its having been placed in the 
grounds of the British Consulate at Shanghai, gives a copy of 
the inscription, stating that the original intention, overridden 
by the impossibility of finding means of carriage to Tientsin 
and overland transit thence to Peking was, that this tribute of 
affection, sent out by a sorrowing mother in England, should 
be erected in the Russian cemetery at Peking, where, on the 
17th October, 1860, the unfortunate victims of Chinese cruelty 
were buried ; hence referring to its crucial form, the inscription 
which appears on the face of the shaft :— 

Born in its light, 
Passing through the dark valley 
in its power, 

Resting in its shadow, 
Rejoice O Christian 
in its great glory. 
Behold it, O Heathen, 
Enguire, believe, and live ! 

Under this appears the inscription— 

William de Norman, born 28th August, 1832 ; died 5th October, 1860. 

The remaining names, inscribed on panels on the sides of 
the plinth, are those of his unfortunate companions, viz. :— 

Robert Burn Anderson, Lieutenant and Adjutant, Fane’s Horse, born 
14th October, 1833; died 27th September, 1860. 

_ Thomas William Bowlby, special correspondent of The Times news- 
born 17th January, 18]8; died 25th September, 1860.

FOOCHOW. 

Our readers will be sorry to learn of the death of the late 
Commissioner of Customs at Amoy. He was universally re- 
spected and liked by all who knew him, and his loss will be 
much felt. By an account which is publisbed in the Soochow 
Advertuer, it appears,that one evening he was missed from his 
house,.and alarm having becn excited, search was made for him 
during}most of the night, which resulted in the discovery of his 
dead body in a well on the premises. The deceased gentloman 
was of Polish nationality, and as there was no consul present 
under whose jurisdiction he came, an inquest was held at 
the British Consulate, and the verdict agreed upon was to the 
effect that deceased had fallen into the well while in a state 
of temporary insanity. 

The Foochow Advertiser says :— We understand that the 
Consul of the Un‘ted States at Amoy has arrived at this port 
with a view to arrange with the authorities here about the 
occupation of the south-cnd of Formosa. It is high time 
that something be done, and we hope to hear soon of the 
establishment of a Chinese colony in the neighbourhood of the 
place which has lately been the scene of so much disaster. 
During the whole of the north-east morsoon + Py wishing 
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to go 1} to go from | Swatow, Amoy, or Taiwan to Foochow and the 
north, go round the South Cape of Formosa. By sailing up 
the east side of that island they avoid the very strong current 
which on the west side is during that monsoon setting south- 
ward. In doing so they are often obliged to take shelter in the 
excellent harbour at the} south-end, and while at anchor the 
crews go on shore to procure water or look out for provisions. 
The people who at present occupy the district are savages, and 
Savages in every sense of the word. Fierce, cowardly, and 
bloodthirsty, they allure the strangers on shore and into the 
jungle ; they slay them, not for the sake of plunder, but merely 
for their scalps through love of blood.” 
AMOY. 

From Amoy there are but few items of news, the most im- 
portant being that according to the versions which have 
reached us there have been some glaring cases of Customs’ in- 
justice lately. Ono has reference to some goods per Cruzzer, 
a Siamese barquc from Siam, about which it is feared there 
will !be a serious row. It is said that teas are getting into 
heavy stock, and teamen will soon be obliged to reduce their 
prices to European ideas. 

It is rumoured at the coast ports that Wanchew is not likely 
to be opened for some time, on account of opposition from the 
merchants in Foochow, but we cannot say anything for the 
truth of the report at present. 


HONG KONG. 

From this port our dates are to the 28th August. The mail 
steamer Allora met with a slight accident just after leaving, 
and had to put back, but only fora few hours, The French 
mail of July 17 arrived out on the 27th August. 

The China Maw has the following announcement with 
reference to its recent change of ownership :—“ On the 15th 
August the proprietorship of the China and Overland China 
Mails passed from A. Shortrede and Co. into the hands of 
Charles A. Saint. It is customary when such a change occurs 
in newspaper property that some manifesto should be made by 
the ‘ coming guest,’ so that people may know‘ whether he is 
Whig or Tory, Republican or Royalist, Locofoco or Dead-head, 
or to which of the thousand-and-one ramifications of political 
party he belongs. One is spared that necessity in Hong Kong, 
for here thera are no politics, 7.¢., no ‘ constitutional’ politics. No 
‘representative’ institutions are here, and therefore the jour- 
nalist’s functionsjare comparatively circumscribed, and he can dee 
vote to the collection of news much of the attentive and persistent 
energy which in other parts of the world is spent on ‘leader’ 
writing and in political controversies. It is the belief of the new 
proprietor of the China Mail that next year will be fertile in 
incidents, and that in the negotiations attendant on the revision 
of the treaty, in the operations of the French in the Corea, 
in the ‘occupation’ of Formosa by the Americans (which 
will come), and in the other complications that must spring 
from the strong setting in of the ‘ Western ’ current upon China, 
there will be found ample employment forthe Maid; andit will 
endeavour to prove itself equal to the emergencies that arise, 
by securing the presence of correspondents wherever events of 
public interest may occur. The local politics of Hong Kong 
will not, of course, be neglected, for the file of *the J/ail would 
be incomplete if it did not contain a record of local life, and an 
accompanying commentary thereupon; but, while taking due 
care of local matters, we shall step beyond that comparatively 
narrow sphere, and aim at making the Afaid the reservoir into 
which all the items of China and Japan news shall flow. That 
will be our chief object, and in proportion as we approach it 
shall we become possessed of materials in which the public,fas 
well as ourselves, will find matter for profitable thought and 
wholesome criticism.”

The following items are from the China Mail :—We have 
much pleasure i in giving publicity to a statement which appears 
in our morning contemporary, to the effect that a public dinner 
is to be given on the Sth September, to Dr. Kane, so long an 
esteemed member of Hong Kong society, and one of the 
“oldest inhabitants” of which the colony can boast. There 
are few who, directly or indirectly cannot bear testimony to 
the services he has rendered in his day and generation to 
those who have made Hong Kong what, it is; and we 
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simply forbear from expatiating more fully on the many quali- 
ties of head and heart which has made his name so popular in 
this part of the world, from the fact that they are too well 
known to need a “puff” in their favour. The list of those who 
may wish to subscribe to the farewell dinner is lying for 
signature at Messrs, Lane, Crawford, and Co., it being intended 
that it shall take place at the Hong Kong Club. The following 
gentlemen have consented to act as a committee for making 
the necessary arrangements :—The Hon. C. C. Smith, Hon. 
Francis Parry, Dr. Murray, Messrs. D. R. Crawford, J. B. Eudi- 
cott, E. A. Hitchcock, W. Kaye, J. B. Taylor, and J. C. Whyte. 
They have sellom undertaken a duty likely to be more gene- 
rally appreciated thar this. 

The report to which we gave currency respecting the inten- 
tion of the rival claims at Kowloong to “ have the matter out ” 
appears to have been well founded, and the forty Sikhs taken 
over by Mr. Creagh turned out to be of some service. The 
Hakkas, it appears, had challenged the Puntis to fight so soon 
as the “ devils” should have withdrawn their forces, and Mr. 
Creagh arrived just in time to put a stop to the little amuse- 
ment for which they were preparing. A small armoury of a 
most original description was captured. So far as we are yet 
aware it has been found impracticable to get hold of the head 
men of the rival parties in the neighbourhood of Kowloong so 
as to biud them over to keep the peace. The only and best 
security will be the announcement that ifany fresh disturbances 
take place on British territory every one found with arms in his 
hands will be severely and infallibly punished. 

The following is from the Overland Trade Report :—“ Stimu 
lated by the deeds of the British gunboats a Dutch vessel of 
war, the Watergeus, now in these waters, is said to meditate an 
expedition in search of pirates, and a small American gunboat, 
the Unadilla, which has just arrived here, will, it is said, en- 
gage in the same occupation. It is high time that some other 
nations besides the British should share in the task of keeping 
down the pirates on this coast. Numerous as they are, and 
peculiarly adapted to the service of the pirates as the formation 
of the southern shores of China may be, a great deal has been 
done within the last twelve months by the two or three inde- 
fatigable English gunboats which have hunted the pirates down. 
‘It is a very long time since any European vessels have 
fallen a victim to pirates in this vicinity ; and although 
native boats are still attacked now and then—one was 
robbed only the other day in the mouth of the Canton river, 
almost within sight of Hong Kong—still the evil is nothing to 
what it was. Continued exertions, however, are necessary to 
frighten away the pirates, and there is no doubt that if the 
vigilance of the gunboats was relaxed, they would swarm round 
the entrances to the harbour and gather in the creeks and 
islands near as much as ever. The Chinese authorities are 
utterly incompetent to do any good, lazily indifferent to the evil, 
and beneath feeling shame at the knowledge that the waters in 
the immediate neighbourhood of their greatest trading port are 
only kept free from pirates by the voluntary and gratuitous 
exertions of a foreign Power. Setting the Chinese Government 
aside, therefore, as outside the influence of honour and reason, 
the obligation of sharing in the police duties of these seas rests 
equally upon the various nations whose ships visit them and 
whose subjects reside in Hong Kong or China ports.” 

We (China Mail) have received a circular from Mr. E. 8, 
Benson (formerly Military Secretary to General Burgevine), who 
has established himself at Yokohama as agent of the “‘ Western 
Union Telegraph Company and California State Telegraph 
Company,” and proposes to transmit: through the Pacific 
Mail Company’s steamers to San Francisco telegrams to all the 
principal cities and towns in the United States of America and 
Canada; and by Atlantic Cable to Great Britain and Europe. 
The first thing which strikes one is that no mention is made 
of the time which the transmission is supposed to take from 
Yokohama to Great Britain. Assuming, however, that some 
25 or 26 days will be sufficient—and that only on the 
dates of the P.M.S.S. Co.’s steamers leaving Yokohama—we 
are at some loss to see. what advantages are presented by his 
scheme to British residents in China. Even to Americans 
in Japan there does not seem to be much inducement offered, 
as by sending a telegram to an agent at San Francisco it might 
be forwarded with equal facility aud at a much cheaper rate, 
while the new tariff of the Atlantic Cable Company makes the 
same argument hold good for those having business in England. 
The charge of a telegram of 10 words or less to New York. is 
$7.50. each additional word being 56 cents; to Washington, 
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$8.13 ; each additional word 63 cents, By the Atlantic Cable 
the charges are:—From Yokohama, to Great Britain and Ire- 
land, 20 words or less, $53 ; each additional word, $2.65. To 
France, Holland, Belgium, Prussia, Austria and German States, 
$54.50 ; a tariff which seems to us rather high, With the 
Kiachta and Galle lines open to residents in Hong Kong, and 
the former still more handy for the Shanghai people, it does not 
seem probable that Mr, Benson will get much custom from the 
South of China. 

Some interesting news is to hand from Formosa, The body 
of poor Mrs. Hunt, wife of the captain of the Rover, was, it is 
stated, purchased from the savages by the Chinese, who de- 
manded a large amount for giving it up. There is a melancholy 
satisfaction in knowing that death has put an end to the sad 
and pitiful existence which, worse than death itself, she must 
for some time Lave endured. A large quantity of books, nau- 
tical instruments, jewellery, &c., &c,, belonging to the late 
Rover’s crew, are also in the hands of the Chinese dwelling in 
the vicinity of and a little below Siarr Kiarr. Captain Home, 
who sailed from Swatow is our informant. Now that some 
definite information is to hand respecting the fate of those 
who have perished, it becomes even more than before a 
question of interest as to whether the United States au- 
thorities are about to take any measures to teach the savages 
of Southern Formosa that the murder of shipwrecked sailors, 
and yet more horrible, the nameless ill-treatment of a defenceless 
woman, is a crime for which condign punishment will surely 
overtake them. We sincerely trust that no namby-pamby 
sentimentalism will interfere to prevent the Americans from 
vindicating the claims of common humanity. Let them take 
the late operations in the Nicobar and Andaman Islands as a 
precedent, and we can assure them that the sympathies of every 
Englishman will attend their enterprise. 

A little piece of news reaches us from the coast which affords 
an indication of “ which way the wind blows ” in the neighbour- 
hood of Takao. Dr. Maxwell, the medical missionary at that 
port, established some time ago a chapel and dispensary at 
Pitao, or Peh-tao, a place distant a few miles from Takao. Some 
days since, during his absence from the spot, the chapel was 
broken into and a considerable amount of damage done. Had 
the institution attacked been of any other nature than that of 
affording medical relief to the sick and suffering, some palliation 
might perchance have been found for the act on the part of the 
pigheaded natives. But there appears to have been no provoca- 
tion further than that the missionary was a “foreign devil.” 

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
August 27, 1867. 

The French mail steamer which left here on the 23rd took 
everybody by surprise by the punctuality of its departure, and 
caused some inconvenience to correspondents who were counting 
on the usual delay of from two to four days after the date of 
notified departure. This has been, I think, the first instance 
in eighteen months in which the French mail has not been 
delayed, owing to the non-arrival of the Japan steamer cia 
Shanghai; but the unusual celerity observed on this occasion 
is probably due to the necessity observed by the French 
superintendent of competing with the “spurt” recently put on 
by the P. and O. in the speed of their mails. For some months 
past we have now received our English mails in from 37 to 39 
days from London, in lieu of the good old times of 44 to 50 
days, and various little expedients have been adopted 
for increasing the efficiency of the service since the 
arrival about three months ago of Mr. Sutherland as super- 
intendent in China after a visit to England. Residents in 
China will certainly for the most ; part rejoice in any measures 
taken by the P. and O. Company to accelerate their time of 
transit ; but it is generally felt that no measure can enable them 
permanently to regain the footing they have lost since the instie 
tution of the Messageries’ competition short of the establishment 
of the much-desired direct line from Hong Kong to Suez with- 
out break at Point de Galle. The Post-office has also been 
stirred up to a great extent lately, and the reiterated complaints 
of the mercantile community at Shanghai have been at length 
attended to in so far as regards the placing of sorters upon the 
steamers carising the mail between Hong Kong and the north, 
which will accelerate the time of delivery of letters at Shanghai 
by several hours. The tour of Mr. Rea, the inspector sent out 
from St. Martin’s-le-Grand, who is now on his way homeward, has 
further had the effect of initiating a treaty of alliance between the 
Hong Kong Post-office and the “ municipal post” at Shanghai, 
which have hitherto been bitter foes. For the future they are]to 
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work in concert, the Hong Kong Post-office taking all mails for the 
ports south of Shanghai, with all of which regular steam com- 
munication exists, with duly organised post-cffice agencies at 
each port; whilst for the northern and Yangtsze ports the 
municipal post-office is to be the recognised medium of com- 
munication. The Chinese Government is beginning to recog- 
nise the benefits of our system of postal despatch, and official 
communications between Peking and the various provincial 
authorities continually pass through the British post. addressed 
to or from the respective custom-houses for transmission. It 
might be worth while one of these days to conclude a postal 
convention with}the Chinese Government, and thus draw its 
attention more closely to another branch of foreign ingenuity. 

The local topic of interest still continues to be the policy pur- 
sued by Sir Ricard MacDonnell with respect to the licensing of 
gambling-houses. The idea of contributing towards the suppression 
of the vice by placing it under official supervision has been un- 
sparingly condemned, though a large proportion of the resi- 
dents of the colony are quite prepared to approve of the 
measure as 2 financial one, relieving commerce of the Stamp 
Act bugbear. It is believed by many persons that Sir Richard 
MacDonnell, being at his wit’s end for money wherewith to 
keep his machine of government in working order, has, with his 
usual shrewdness, concluded that however probable it may be 
that orders from home will eventually require him 
to rescind his present regulations, he will, nevertheless, 
have at least a year’s swing under the new system, which 
will furnish a pretty little sum of about a quarter of a 
million dollars wherewith to wipe out the pressing liabilities 
that now embarrass the colony. The last number of the local 
. Punch has caricatured the Governor’s notion of suppressing 
tlictt gambling through issuing licences to houses under “ official 
supervision,” by a mock proclamation calling for proposuls for 
the exclusive right to garotte in the colony, accepting garotting 
as an inevitable necessity, and confining it to a limited number 
of professionals. It is reported that D. R. Caldwell, who was 
dismissed from the Registrar-Generalship in 1861 in conse- 
quence of charges brought against him of confederacy with 
pirates, has been appointed Inspector of Gambling-houses at a 
salary of two thousand dollars per month. ‘This appointment 
has not yet been gazetted, it is true, but rumour asserts it 

positively. 

‘ In commercial matters there is nothing stirring, and a 
gloomier feeling than even was prevalent before has reigned 
since the news arrived of the recent heavy disasters in Bombay. 
In the north, the proceedings, just published, in the case of 
Mackellar and Co.’s bankruptcy at Hankow, disclose some 
astounding particulars of what it would be complimentary to 
call recklessness. 

We have a melancholy instance of the widespreading 
character of the disasters involved in Messrs. Dent and Co.’s 
failure in the news recently received of the suicide of M. Klecz- 
kowski, the Commissioner of Customs at Amoy. His savings of 
several years were invested in the hands of Messrs. Dent and 
Co., and the loss of this fand at his somewhat advanced age 
appears to have been more than the unfortunate deceased could 
make up his mind to endure. He leaves a wife and daughter, 
who were with him at the time of his death. The deceased 
was a@ Polish subject, but had held the rank of major in the 
Belgian. army, and was cousin to the late French Chargé 
d’Affaires at Peking, the Count de Kleczkowski. 

The Peking Government have been induced by the pros- 
pects ofa very serious dearth and famine in the north of 
China, owing to the protracted drought, to import rice, from 
Hong Kong to Tientsin, and four vessels are now being 
freighted with cargoes of this necessary by an agent instructed 
by Mr. Hart, the Commissioner of Customs at Peking. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. — 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates henge are to the 7th September. No later outward 
mail had been received. The following is from the Straits 
Times:—The Governor returned from Penang onthe 24th 
August, and since then there has been no meeting of the 
Legislative Council, but one is announced for the day after the 
departure of this mail. ' A budget for that portion of the pre- 
sent year which will have been administered by the new 
Government, namely from ist April to 31st December, has 
been brought forward by the Auditor-General. It cannot, of 
course, be expected that estimates framed on such a short ex- 
perience of actual working will be very accurate; but the 
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financial position represented is considerably more satisfactory 
than was anticipated. It is calculated that the existing sources 
of revenue will more than cover the ordinary expenditure— 
civil and military. There are two items which kave to be pro- 
vided for by special loan, these are the purchase of steamers 
for the local marine, and the cost of erection of a new Govern- 
ment-house. 

The new Court-house is rapidly approaching completion, and 
will doubtless be finished within a few months now. The 
building is a very handsome one, and will prove an ornament 
to the town ; but we think it would have been better had colon- 
nades or verandahs been extended round its entire circuit. At 
present a large number of doors and windows are exposed on 
the different sides of the building without shade or ‘shelter of 
any kind, and we fear this will be found a great drawback to 
the comfort of the apartments they enclose. 

H.M.S. Rodney reached Singapore, en roufe to China, on the 
3rd September. 

PENANG. : 

The Penang Gaztte states that although the Kongsi riot 
have to all appearance been quite suppressed, there has been 
nevertheless a very uneasy feeling in the settlement, it being 
quite evident that matters in dispute amongst the various 
societies are not by any means settled yet. During the week, 
as if to show the very unsettled state of matters, assaults and 
robberies have been very frequent. No less than forty-two 
cases were brought before the police, the offences being of alk 
kinds. 

Phe commission of inquiry into the causes and the circum- 
stances of the late Hoey riots commenced by a preliminary 
meeting on the 24th of August, and a good deal of impor- 
tant evidence was obtained. The evidence in the mean- 
time is carried on, and too much praise cannot be given to 
those gentlemen who constitute the commission, for their dis- 
interestedness in sacrificing their valuable time in order to sift 
the whole system of these Kongsis to the very bottom. 

Late news from Junk-Ceylon states that four steamers are 
expected at ‘Tongka from Siam with troops. It is said that 
about 1,000 soldiers will be sent from Bangkok to the assistance 
of the Rajah against the Chinese rioters. ‘he Rajah is in hourly 
expectation of an attack, and has his fast boats ready to take 
him.on board his steamer. The rioters are suffering from famine, 
aud they are also short of ammunition. The arrival, of na 
troops from Siam will no doubt soon put an eud to the'nots 
there, and we fancy the rioters will have scant mercy at ‘the 
hands of the Siamese soldiers. 2

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
— 
CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 
YoxouamMa.—tThere is very little change to report. A native holiday 
extending over about a week, during which the half-yearly accounts have 
been made up, has to some extent interfered with business, which consider- 
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‘ng the activity in the Silk and Tea market, ought to have been of a more 

satisfactory nature. In some few staple articles a good business has been 

done, but most remain as before—entirely neglected. We have to noti-e 

a slight improvement in the prices of Grey Shirtings and Camlets; other- 
wise any change in quotations is for the worse. ‘Che market for Yarn is 
perhaps weaker, but sales for the article on the spot were at previous rates. 
The : Saag for Rice and Sugar must be reported over, and in the face of 
falling prices and an expected large native crop, losses appear inevitable on 
foreign importations. 

SHancHat—Grey Shirtings; The stocks in second hands have been 
considerably reduced at lower rates. Best Eagles, 8ib, 4 0z., may be 
marked 2.65 to 70. tls., but at these figures few but needy holders sell. 
White Shirtings and T-Cloths as last. Woollens: A moderate inquiry 
for low camlets, at 12.50 to 12.75 tls. per piece. Metals: The market 
maintains it position ; no material change to call for notice. No arrivals 
to swell stocks, which in Nail Rods amount to about 10,000 bundles, 
which are held for 2.55 tls. per picul, or 5 candareens more than dealers 
offer. Flat Iron, 2.60 tls. Round, in good assortment, 2.70 tls. Stocks 
of each being light. Coals: No transactions of v0 tea supplies 
having been small, though quite equal to existing demand. 

Canton.—A moderate business bas been transacted. Yarn has further 
declined about $3, and rates for Lead, both common and W. B. can barely 
be maintained. Quicksilver is in good demand, and were there any stocks 
at market an advance on present quotations could readily be obtained. 

Hone Kono.—There is little or no change to advise, as the aucticn 
sales of sea-damaged goods noticed in our last report have continued, and 
although the quantity thus disposed of has not been very large, it has been, 
with but few exceptions, quite sufficient for the requirements of the 
Chinese. _It is hoped, however, that as soon as the dealers begin to re- 
ceive the returns for their recent investments regular business wiil be re- 
commenced. T-Cloths of 7 lbs. quality are the only goods which show 
any improvement in price, and this is owing more to smallness of stocks 
than to any considerable demand, Rates for Yarn, Shirtings, and Fancy 
Cottons are weak, and inquiry is on the smallest possible scale. Raw 
Cotion: There have again been large arrivals both from Bombay and 
Calcutta, although the market has been well supported, holders have been 
obliged to submit to a decline of $1 per picul for Indian Siaples, Arrivals 
of China Cotton are inconsiderable as requirements in the North continue 
to equal the supply ; ratesare about the same. Woollens: There is little 
or no change to note. The demand for sound goods has quite subsided 
for the present, the only sales reported being of sea-damaged goods at 
auction, the time of year for a brisker market is now, bowever, close at 
hand. Metals: Prices for all kinds of Iron continue to be firmly main- 
tained. Lead remains steady here, stocks being now small, but in Canton 
some falling off in the demand ia noticeable. Coals: The market remains 
very much as last reported, there being little or no inquiry. The only 
settlement reported is that of about 1,200 tons of “ West Hartley,” at 
$12.25 per ton, ex ship. Two small cargoes have arrived from New South 
Wales and one from America. 





CHINA AND JAPAN EXPORTS. 
TEA. 

YokouHaMa.—Since the departure sof the Singapore business in this 
article has steadily increased, and a large amount has been settled, both for 
the English and American markets; prices have advanced from $2 to 3 
per picul. Stocks are moderate, but good supplies may be expected from 
up country should the present demand continue. Settlements since the 
27th July are estimated at 5.000 piculs. 

~ SHANGHAL—Black Tea: A moderate business has been doing at 
gradually receding rates, The Ningchows from Kiukiang (Monings) still 
continue to form the bulk of the settlements, although their quality is 
rapidly falling off as the season advances. Common Hohows and Oonams 
have been in good inquiry for price, these being the least dangerous teas in 
the present position of the home market. Of Oopacks only a very few 
chops have been offered, the majority of the second crops having been 
simply transhipped for account of Hankow buyers. All reports from the 
country still point to a moderate supply for the season, the extra quantity 
received to date being simply attributable to the very early yield. Prices, 
when compared with the previous fortnight, exhibit a decline of one tael 
and a-half on medium, and of three-quarters of a tae] on common teas. 
The stock on hand is estimated at 50,\ >) chests, and consists almost entirely 
of second crop Ningchows and common Oonams (common Congou). 
Green Tea: Pingsueys have continued to sell readily at former rates, 
leaving only 5,000 packages on hand. In the new Fychow and Teenkai 
sorts, with the exception of one chop bought for England, at 32 taels, no- 
thing has yet keen done, although about 17,000 half-chests have arrived, 
Holders are attempting to make a stand for last year’s opening rates, while 
buyers are demanding a reduction on these of at least ten percent. There 
being, however, no vessel on the berth for New York, intending shippers 
are content to wait, and allow the accumulation of stocks to produce it: 
natural result. 

Hankow.—Some 22,000 chests have found buyers at about the rates 
previously paid, though latterly the home advices have somewhat checked 
anxiety to buy. The greater portion ot the purchases are Oopacks, at tls. 
17.50 to 19.50. A large quantity of Tea is still held under advances 
from the banks, but natives have shipped about 10,000 chests to Shanghai 
on their own account. 

Kivxranc.— Out of 14,000 packages arrived only one chop has been 
settled, a second crop Ninchow at tls, 20.6, the balance being shipped on 
to nam | Kong. The stock was only _700 packages, Arrivals of new 
Green Teas were expected. 

Foochow.—Congou: The market has become more quiet, and prices 
were gradually weakening when the arrival of orders for Australia caused 
a more active demand, and an advance in prices. The teas of the third 
crop are coming forward, but the high prices demanded by the producers 
in the country will in all probability restrict the amount sent to this port. 
Souchong : Considerable quantities of second crop teas have come for- 
ward, only a small proportion of which have found buyers, Oolongs: 
The unsold stock is gradually increasing, purchases for Europe being very 
limited, and the American buyers keeping out of the market. Fiowery 
Pekoes : A few parcels have been taken at full prices for shipment to 
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Bombay. The proportion of finest shipped off or on hand is exceedingly 
small. Scented Teas : Nearly 10,000 boxes of inferior quality have been 
settled at about previous rates. 

CanTon.—A quict tone has pervaded the market; moderate settle- 
ments have been effected at rates showing a decline of a tael in Country 
Congous, and about 2 taels in District Congous. Of the former, the best 
of the three chops at market have been taken at tls. 24}, leaving a stock 
of only 2 chops or 1,360 packages. Scented Teas: Common to medium 
kinds of Orange Pekoes are a shade easier, and fine to finest have fallen 
about 2 taels. Scented Capers, common to medium, are likewise rather 
easier, and fine to finest firmer. 


SILK. 

Yoxouama.—The news brought by the French mail of the 16th of 
June was so discouraging that the attention of buyers of Hank Silks was, 
in consequence of the stock at home being chietly composed of medium 
and inferior sorts, and considering the probability of a much larger export 
from China than last year, chiefly directed to the finer grades. The supply, 
however, was quite inadequate to the demand, as the arrivals of the fort- 
night, say about 650 piculs, chiefly consisted of Mybash, Oshio, and Coshio 
of secondary quality; and the attempt at picking out of them some really 
good and fine silks, although the percentage of goods rejected after in- 
spection was unusually large, failed in most cases. Settlements since 
July 27 comprise 260 piculs of Hank Silk, 160 of Oshio, and 50 of other 
sorts, say in all 470 piculs, leaving ai unsold stock of about 350 piculs. 
The quotations given on the 10th August show an advance of $20 in the 
price of Hank Silks, but this advance is compensated by corresponding fall 
in the sterling exchange, and some improvement in the quality. Since the 
10th rates for medium and inferior Mybash are easier. 

SHANGHAI.—Notwithstanding the receipt of continued unfavourable 
advices from Europe regarding the home market, business in Silk was re- 
sumed the day after the last mail’s departure, daily purchases being made 
at prices showing but little decline-on the rates previously quoted. Sub- 
sequently, however, holders of silk, learning the tenor of the adverse tele- 
graphic news received from England, and observing a disposition on the 
part of the majority of foreigners to wait until lower rates ruled before 
parchasing, became anxious to realise their stocks, and consequently had 
to submit to a further decline in prices, and the larger portion of the settle- 
ments, estim: ted at fully 2,000 bales, have been made at rates showing a 
decline of fully Tls. 12 to 20 for Chop Tsatlees, Tis. 20 to 30 for Market 
and Inferior Tsatlees, Tls. 10 to 15 for Taysaams, Tls. 10 to 15 for Hain- 
ings and Yuenfas.

JAPAN, : 
THE news received from Japan by these last two mails is o 
a somewhat disturbing nature, and the brief telegram announc- 
ing an impending visit by Sir Harry Parkes and Admiral 
KEPPEL to Osaka is by no means reassuring. There is but too 
much reason to fear that the pans of triumph with which we 
hailed the accession of a Shiogoon of friendly disposition and 
liberal proclivities were premature, for it appears that the new 
SHIOGOON, from whose wisdom and moderation we hoped so 
much, has found it necessary to abdicate—resign would be the 
most appropriate word, considering the true nature of his office 
—in favour of a younger brother. Another political crisis is 
evidently st hand, in which our own interests can only 
be preserved intact by the most delicate and_ skilful 
management. The representatives of the Treaty Powers should 
have been content, for the time, with carefully watching the 
course of events, avoiding active interference, and yet giving 
such a degree of moral support as lay in their power to the 
Government, which had undoubtedly shown an earnest desire 
' to keep faith with them, and. to promote foreign intercourse. 
Two disagreeable complications have however arisen, which 
may render it difficult, if not impossible, to preserve this atti- 
tude. The first (in point of timc) is the alleged persecution of 
native Christians at Nagasaki, which seems likely to lead to 
remonstrances and threats, if not to actual reprisals, on the 
part of the French ; the second, the unfortunate murder of two 
British seamen at Nagasaki, to “demand satisfaction” for 
which the telegraph informs us that our Minister and the 
Admiral had decided to proceed to Osaka. Both these disputes 
are of a nature eminently calculated to give rise to renewed 
_ resentment on the part of the hostile daimios, and even to 
provoke a degree of irritability among those of more friendly 
disposition. 

The religious difficulty will not be an easy one to deal with, 
for not the slightest injury, or even indignity, has been prac- 
tised on any foreign subject in reference to it. The Government 
has simply placed in confinement a number of its own subjects 
who were undoubtedly offenders. against the laws of the coun- 
try. So far, we hear nothing of any torture or other il]-usage. 
The victims are not newly-made converts of the French 
priests in Japan, but the descendants of Christian fami- 
lies who have preserved their faith in secret through 
many generations, and there is not even any proof that 
their ancestors were disciples of the Fvench propagandists. 
Yet we are told that the French Minister and Admiral 
have been appealed to for succour, and it is expected that they 
will take “ energetic measures ” for the rclease of the prisoners. 
We hope that such measures as the French are prone to adopt 
in similar cases will not be too hastily put into execution, for 
such ill-judged precipitation would assuredly endanger the 
whole future of foreign intercourse with Japan. Already the 
lingering hatred of Christianity has beeu partially revived, but 

_ we should not too hurriedly conclude it to be implacable. The 
question of religious toleration is, moreover, one as important 
to Protestant as to Catholic nations ; and the first step in the 
present case should, we think, be a combined representation by 
the Treaty Powers, urging, with all possible moderation at first, 
a modification of the existing law, and an amnesty for previous 
offences against it. Should this prove unavailing it will then 
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be quite soon enough to consider the propriety of using stronger 
measures, ‘ 

The murder at Nagasaki is another link in a long chain of 
similar crimes, but it seems to be devoid of that political import- 
ance that has characterised many previous attacks on the lives of 
foreigners. The locale—as is usual when sailors are implicated in 
such affairs—wasatea-house ; and the crime has very likely arisen 
in a mere drunken broil, or may have been provoked by violence 
on the part of the sailors. Such things happen in all countries, 
andalthough theremay be more difficulty in bringing the offenders 
to justice in Japan than elsewhere, still some allowance must be 
made for the authorities in consideration of the turbulent, uoruly 
character of the yakonins and lonins that form so Jarge a propor- 
tion of the populace, The pressure by whichthe Consuland Senior 
Naval Officer compelled the attendance of the Governor in person 
to view the remains of the murdered men showed, in our 
opinion, excessively bad taste; it was a needless humiliation 
that could serve no good purpose, and was calculated only to 
embitter future relations. And, unless the offence can be 
shown to have some political bearing of which we are as yet in 
ignorance, we can hardly approve Sir Harry Parkss’s hasty 
determination to carry the grievance to Osaka for solution, 
more especially at a moment when such evident confusion exists 
in consequence of the SHiocoon’s abdication. We are always 
anxious to see the dignity as well as the interests of England 
worthily maintained, but there are occasions when a little for- 
bearance may be more beneficial to both than too prompt or 
pressing demands for “ satisfaction.” 








THE PHILIPPINES: 
Our Manila correspondence by last mail, despite its assertions 
that progress is being made, is far from encouraging. Com- 


merce, we are told, is spreading, and the ports open to foreign 
trade exhibit evidence of sure though gradual improvement. 
This is all very well, but how can we place any reliance on the 
continuance of even this small degree of prosperity, fettered as 
it is by the senseless obstructiveness of the Spanish Govern- 
ment ? 
to “those ports open to foreign trade” is in itself strongly 
suggestive of old-world tyranny and misrule. 


The very phrase which limits the record of progress 


We talk of 
Oriental despotism and exclusiveness ; we rail at the Chinese 


and Japanese Governments for limiting our trade to certain 
ports, and for their ultra-conservative reluctance to acquiesce in 
our ardent longing for closer relations ; we dictate to them a fair 
and equable tariff under which our trade shall be carried on ; 


we promptly fire up and demand “satisfaction” for 
every extortion or indignity practised on our merchants ; 
and we look upon those countries generally, as our “oyster 
which we with sword will open "—that is, if we fail in accom- 
plishing our purpose by more pacific means, While adopting 
this attitude towards the half-civilised countries of the Far East, 
what should be our feelings towards an European Power—a third- 
rate Power only, it is true, but yet one that claims a position 
among Western nations, and calls itself Christian and 
civilised—whose Government persistently adheres to every 
ignorant, grasping, and despotic tradition of the dark ages f 
And yet this is but a mild description of the policy adopted 
by Spain in her rich and beautiful Eastern possessions. 
Foreign traders are as jealously restricted to certain ports as in 
China. Freedom of transit is subject to most vexatious 
restrictions, even as regards native labourers; passports are 
required even for migrating from one island to another, 
and this passport system is moreover enforced with every 
imaginable oppression and aggravation. Not only trade, 
but even agricultural labour is checked by the capri- 
cious interference of the Government; and as regards the 
former, the meddling of the authorities has reached such a 
pitch of audacity that they have dared to order the British 
merchants, as a body, tosubmit their books to the inspection 
of the Tribunal of Commerce—one of the corrupt engines of 
extortion that form part of their villanous system of mis- 
government. Such an unwarrantable demand, we are told, met 
with the firm resistance that it deserved, and we trust that in 
resenting such an impertinent interference with their rights, 
the English merchants will be staunchly backed by our authori- 
ties. A notable instance of the capricious manner in which this 
despotic control is used was the arbitrary stoppage, some years 
since, of all shipments of cheroots and cigars from Manila ; 
and within the last few days we have had another example, in 
the promulgation by the Spanish Consul-General here of a 
Royal order, dated 30th September, which notifies that positive 
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bacco leaf at Manila, and that those instructions having already 
been received by the authorities of the colony, no shipments 
from that source can be expected until the Government shall 
be pleased to reverse this order, with the ‘exception of some 
750 bales in two vessels now on the way (the Mepiune and 
Napoleon). No explanation whatever is given as to the reasons 
for adopting such a course ; but it is self-evident that such a 
sudden stoppage of supplies will have the effect of forcing up 
prices, and that those who knew beforehand of the intended 
step will accordingly reap a rich harvest. 

That another revolution is impending in Spain—the pre- 
cious “mother country” of this fine colony—there is little 
doubt, but that cannot be accepted as an earnest of any speedy 
improvement. Long experience, extending over many changes 
of Government, has shown us that ignorance, rapacity, fanaticism 
and cruelty are inherent in the Spanish character, and that vot 
even the prospect of another change of dynasty can justly be 
held to afford ground for hope. The firm attitude lately ex- 
hibited by Lord StantEy in the Zornado case has, however, 
somewhat rebuked the overweening arrogance of these self- 
inflated Dons ; and we earnestly hope that Government will be 
equally prompt and decided in resenting any interference with 
the just rights of our countrymen in their colonial possessions. 
Concessions that we are quite certain will never be granted 
spontaneously may perhaps be obtained by judicious interven- 
tion; and if the Spanish Government could be con- 
vinced by the combined representations of those foreign 
nations interested in the trade that a more liberal ad- 
ministration of their Philippine possessions would be 
profitable, not only to the colony but to themselves, 
something at least would be gained. If we are justified in 
exercising a “ moral pressure "—that, we believe, is the Parlia- 
mentary term for a special envoy with a fleet at his back—to 
obtain satisfaction for insults offered by mandarins or aggres- 
stons on the part of daimios, how much more right have we 
to demand liberty and justice for our merchants from a Power 
which (as we have already said) puts forth claims to civilisa- 
tion and Christianity—and a Power, moreover, to save which 
from merited extinction our coffers have ere now been drained, 
and the best blood of our soldiers has been shed! There isa 
wonderful vitality in a trade which is sound in itself and 
conducted on prudent principles ; and the Manila trade may 
continue to make headway, even against the manifold obstacles 
that now impede it. But with a helping hand, instead of 
jealous interference, with freedom and encouragement instead 


- of repressive extortion, these fertile and productive islands 


would soon become the seat of a thriving commerce.

THE SAN FRANCISCO AND CHINA TRADE. 

From San Francisco we learn that the Pacific Mail Company's steamer 
Great Republic sailed thence for Japan and China on the 3rd September, 
with a considerable cargo, consisting chiefly of flour, potatoes, butter, &c., 
and a large number of passengers ; these included Captain Allan McLane, 
with bis wife, child, and two servants, Miss Knight, Miss Harris, Mr. G. H. 
Pierce and wife, Messrs. F. C. Spooner, D. C. Waterman, W. C. Van 
Ordt, Captain James T. Watkins, C. Koopmanschap, E. J. Bacon, Capt. 
James Herron, Mr. Sands, wife, child, and nurse, John Lindsley, E. 
Crace, James E. Gandy, W. W. Gandy, Mrs. Ewing, J. W. E. McCarthy, 
Rev. C. Hartwell, wife and child, Miss Pete, Rev. H, Lowey and wife, 
Mrs. D. K. Thompson, child and servant, Norman T. King, and 650 in 
the steerage. Captain McLane is the managing director of the company, 
and goes forward by the Great Republic to lend the China establishment 
the benefit of his personal supervision. aided by the experience of Captain 
Watkins, the titular ‘“‘commodore” of the line. The next depar- 
ture from San Francisco will be the same steamer, on the 4th December, 
Besides the Great Republic 
we hear of several other departures for China, of which the California 
China Mail gives some particulars. The Der West, which sailed for 
Hong Kong on the 24th August, carried in treasure 385,540 dols., besides 
the following :—Abalones, sks. 105; barley, sks. 257; beche le mar, sks. 
71; firearms, cs. 118; flour, bbls. 222; do. half sks. 1,735; do. qr. sks. 
19,222 ; fungus, sks. 312. Metals: Iron, old, tons 18; yellow metal, old, 
tons 7. Oil, fish, bbls. 63; potatoes, bxs. 100; seaweed, sks. 27; wheat, 
sks. 960; wine, cs. 19. Valued at 49,332 dols. The Rattler sailed for 
same port, Aug. 2, with 805,421 dols. in treasure, and the following cargo, 
valued at 45,988 dols:—AbLalones, bxs. 328; bones, bxs. 347; Chinese 
merchandise, pkgs. 3; flour, bbls. 1,600; do. bf. sks. 5,000; do. qr. sks. 
11,590. Metals: Copper, old, pkgs. 7; iron, old, pkgs. 198; yellow 
metal, pkgs. 74; pearl barley, bxs. 75; wheat, 100lb. sks. 2,421. The 
above two vessels were despatched by Alsop and Co. The Douglas is 
now on the berth for same port, and is loading in Koopmanschap and Co.'s 
line. At present the China trade, as also the Japan, is said to be in rather 
a dormant state, but some revival is looked for upon the return of the 
Colorado. The rapid development of this newly-opened ‘traffic seems to 
attract great attention among our enterprising American cousins, the Cali- 
fornia journals being full of allusions to it. The proprietors of the 
‘‘ Pacific News-rooms”’ at San Francisco advertise that they will in future 
file copies of every newspaper published in China and Japan. We trust, 
however, that amid all this enthusiasm the superabundant energy of the 
California merchants will not lead to the trade being forced too much 
while yet in its infancy ; for should such be the case, a premature collapse 
may be the disagreeable result.

HOLLAND. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
, ; RotTreRDaM, Oct. 7. 

The political news is very dull. At Jast the Budget for India for 
1868 has been laid before the members of Parliament. The Govern- 
ment, however, acknowledges itself that this Budget was brought in 
too late, and indeed it will be- very difficult to pass it through 
both the Chambers so that it may arrive in India before the 1st of 
January, 1868. The total of the expenses for that year are esti- 
mated to be f,120,449,771—viz., f.42,082,804 here and f.88,406,467 in 
India, But amongst these evpenses appear a disbursement to the Dutch 
Treasury of f.10,619,555. The total amount is f.4,844,701.984 higher 
than that of the former Budget. ‘The revenues, however, are estimated 
to cover the total expenditure. The increase of expenses is due to the 
costs of the statistical measuring of Java, for the harbour and irrigation 
works, the extension of the telegraph lines, the augmentation of the wages 
of the India heads, &c. Among the new proposals made by the Govern- 
ment appears that to establish a Department of Justice at Batavia. 

The Ministers of the Financial and Home Departments, Messrs. R. J. 
Count van Schimmelpenninck and J. Heemskerk, are named by H.M. com- 
manders of the Order of the Netherlands Lion. A great many other 
functionaries of the State are also honoured with the same distinction, which 
creates a good deal of indignation amongst the public, becanse no‘good 
reasons for these distinctions are known. 

We learn from the Budget for the Department of Justice that every 
year an amount of 7,046f. is wanted for wages and pensions of hangmen. 
The statistics now prove that only one capital punishment occurs in ten 
years, so that the cost of every one is f.70,460. Now the costs for pri- 
soners are only 60c. a day each, so that when they are condemned to twenty 
years’ imprisonment instead of to death they only charge the ‘[reasury 
with 3,650f. Indeed, this fact may be regarded here a3 an eloquent argu- 
ment that the abolishing of capital punishment is a necessity in Holland. 

To-morrow a detachment of 125 soldiers will embark on board the 
Mary en Hillegonda, which will sail within a few days for Java. <A great 
many volunteers are now offering themselves at Harderwyk for en- 
rolment for service in India, and amongst them are a great many Ger- 
mans who took part in the war of 1866.

667 b. and 2,500 do., per Andromeda, were sold at $f. to 3f. below the 
September sale. The September stock amounts to 46,587,048 k., against

RUSSIA, GERMANY, &c. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
HamBuRG, October 7. 

We are now in the midst of a period of transition bere, and almost every 
day brings forth some events of importance; but it is satisfactory to reflect 
that every one of them tends, in a greater or lesser degree, to the unifica- 
tion of Germany, which is now no longer the weak and disunited theatre 
of foreign intrigues and the Jaughing-stock of the world, but one powerful 
and united State, strong enough to defy invasion and repel insult, but with 
no wish for conquests, and appreciating the value of peace as the means of 
consolidating the various Teutonic races into one homogeneous nation. 

On the 1st inst. the contingents of Ilamburg, Bremen, and Lubeck were 
dissolved ; most of the officers retire from the military career on the pen- 
sions to which they are entitled, and the others are transferred to the 
Prussian ermy and appointed to different regiments as vacancies occur. 
On the same day Prussian troops marched in—Hamburg being now gar-~ 
risoned by the 1st and 2nd battalions of the 76th Regiment, Lubeck by 
the 3rd battalion of the same, and Bremen by a battalion of the 75th 
Regiment. They have been amicably received in the three cities, and 
fraternise with the inhabitants. 

The 1st inst. was also a memorable day, as witnessing the introduction 
of the new Federal flag for ships of war—an event of great importance, 
though somewhat premature, for, so far as is known, its creation has not 
yet been notified to the other maritime Powers. But it has not escaped the 
attention of the Federal Chancellor, Count Bismarck, that this is a step 
that must be taken before the new flag can be hoisted on board the German 
merchant vessels, so that the period for its introduction is postponed till 
the Ist of April next year. 

The Federal Parliament is getting through its work at a great pace; the 
drafts of the Lills, having been previously prepared by the Council, meet 
with but little or no opposition, and are passed by overwhelming majorities, 
exhibiting a pleasing view of the general unanimity that prevails in the 
House. Among the important Bills that have thus passed is that relating 
to the Federal consulates abroad and their dotations. They are to be 
founded on the mixed principle of having a certain number of Consules 
Missi, gentlemen who have been specially educated for the profession, and 
employing for the less important posts merchants established at the diffe- 
rent ports. In the estimates for 1868 the sum of 77,000 dollars was 
voted for Federal consulates in Alexandria, Bosnia, Beyrout, Jerusalem, 
Smyrna, Trapezunt, New York, Japan, and Moscow; together with an 
additional 50,000 dollars for the creation of new consulates at the discre- 
tion of the Executive, 30,000 dollars for the erection of a new residence 
for the consul at Alexandria, and 20,000 dollars for a new consular build- 
ing in Japan. 

The new Post-oftice Bill, too, has passed without any opposition, and 
with a storm of applause. It is founded on very liberal principles; all 
the Post-offices of the separate States are to be administered for Federal 
account, and the surplus raised in each placed to their credit. Hitherto 
there have been three rates of internal postage, of one, two, and three 
groschens, according to the respective distances. On and after the Ist of 
January next the two latter will cease, and all letters under one half 
ounce weight will pay one groschen for any distance. As thirty gros- 
chens make a dollar, which is equivalent to 3s. sterling, one groschen is 
about a 13d. 

Hamburg is to pay 340,000 dollars annually for the privilege of re- 
maining a free port, besides which she will have to pay Prussia 225 
dollars per head in lieu of the contingent now dissolved, for which Prus- 
sia undertakes the food, clothing, armament and pay of the soldiers. 
Hamburg has to furnish at the rate of 1 per cent. of the population. 
Besides this she will lose the net revenue from the Post-office, amounting 
to 280,000 dollars, as well as 10,000 dollars from the telegraph depart- 
ment. It has been calculated that the increase of the Hamburg budget 
will amount to 600,000 dollars, besides 300,000 dollars and a free site for 
a new barracks for the Federal garrison. 

COMMERCIAL, 

The political disturbances in Italy, and the consequent fear of war, have 
considerably tended to paralyse the produce markets, and still more the 
Stock Exchange. The transactions in rice have been on a moderate scale, 
and prices are hitherto without alteration. A further rise in the value 
of cassia lignea has to be recorded, and flores is in great request. There 
is also more doing in pepper and cloves, whilst the prices of other spices 
are firmer than they were. Spelter ia higher, and a further advance is 
expected, though buyers on the whole are reluctant to pay the prices 
demanded ; therefore, the sales have not been extensive, and only a few 
thousand centners were taken at 13 marks 6 sch. Banco. None is now to 
be had under 13.8. Silver bars are being gradually withdrawn from the 
Bank, and discount is rather higher, but still good paper can be done at 
2 per cent.

We regret to announce that Messrs. Moore, Phillips, and Co., 
Birmingham, with firms in Hong Kong and other ports in 
China, as also at Manila, have again been compelled to call a 
meeting of creditors in consequence of non-remittances. About 
twelve months since they received advices of losses in China 
which compelled them to call a meeting, at which they arranged 
for an extension of time to pay their engagements, and it appears 
that a sum equal to 5s. 6d. in the pound has been since 
paid. A proposition to pay 2s. 6d. was made but declined, 
and a committee has been appointed to investigate the 
affairs. The liabilities are stated at £80,000, but the 
assets are not known correctly. The firm was established in 
Hong Kong as Phillips, Moore, and Co. in 1844 by Mr. Jacob 
Phillips, and has consequently stood for nearly a quarter of a 
century. Mr. Phillips was held in high esteem both in China 
and England, and we trust arrangements will be made to con- 
tinue the business. The cause of the failure is chiefly owing 
to imprudent speculations of the Hong Kong manager. 

At the meeting of shareholders of the Hong Kong and Wham- 
poa Dock Company, held at Hong Kong on the 16th Aug., a full 
statement of the company’saffairs was submitted, and the working 
of the various docks showed a very. handsome profit. The in- 
vestments by the company in new docks, &c., will be found 
detailed in the directors’ report in another column, A dividend at 
the rate of 16 per cent. per annum was declared. Mr. Keswick, 
Mr. Ryrie, Mr. Bertrand, and Mr. Burrows, were duly elected 
as directors. Mr. Smith was not re-elected, owing to his uncer- 
tain residence in the colony. It appears by the company’s 
deed that a notice of three weeks must be given by any one 
desirous of becoming a director, and this led to some discussion. 
Mr. Anderson asked whether or not the meeting had power 
to expunge any of the company’s rules; if so, and he failed to 
see anything in the rules to prevent such being done by an 
ordinary general meeting, he would move that the Rule 81, 
which compelled shareholders wishing to become directors to 
give three weeks’ notice of such an intention, should be ex- 
punged or altered. Such rule was very objectionable ; and, as 
sometimes it was impossible to say when the meeting would 
be held, it was also absurd. It also gave far too much power 
to the board of directors. The Chairman explained that on 
the present occasion the auditors claimed their right of twenty- 
one days for auditing the accounts, while formerly they used to 
do so in three or four days. Mr. Anderson, however, argued that it 
was most absurd that, had the auditors not claimed that right, 
the applications of Messrs. Ryrie and Burrows could not have 
been made in time before the meeting took place. Dr. Kayne 
said that such a special motion surely demanded special notice. 
Mr. Anderson said he was of a different opinion ; he thought 
he was right, and it ought to be put to the vote. Mr. Kaye 
moved that the advice of the legal adviser of the company be 
taken as to what was necessary to be done in order to expunge 
the rule alluded to by Mr. Anderson. Mr. Bosman seconded 
the proposal, and the question was therefore settled. A vote 
of thanks to the chairman was proposed by Mr. Kaye and 
responded to by Mr. Helland. The Hon. Mr. Ryrie remarked 
that nothing had been said of the remuneration of the directors. 
(Laughter.) He would therefore propose that the same re- 
muneration be paid for last year as had been given for the pre- 
vious year, viz., $4,000, which was approved of. 

The P. and O. Company’s screw-steamer Sumatra went out 
for her trial trip round the Isle of Wight, and her average 
speed was over fourteen knots. She left for Alexandria on the 
12th inst. 

Telegraphic advices have been received from Hong Kong 
that the steamer Ayamemnon, which put back disabled, suc- 
ceeded in procuring a new shaft, and left again for London 
on the 9th of September. Her cargo consists of 2,108,416 lbs., 
chiefly new season’s from Hankow. 

We noticed in ‘our last issue the meeting of the Hong Kong 
and Shanghai Banking Company, held at Hong Kong on the 
13th of August, at which the shareholders present expressed 
their unanimous gratification at the able management of their 
directors, and the satisfactory position of the bank’s affairs. 
In another column will be found the report and balance-sheet 
adopted by the meeting. 


We have commented elsewhere on the recently issued Royal 


order, by which public sales of tobacco in Manila are sus- 


pended until further notice. A correspondent of The Times, 
in reference to the subject, says -— 
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“Tt would have been desirable for those in‘erested in Manila tobacco 
had the Spanish Consul, in the official notice inserted in the City Article 


ofthe The Times of the 11th instant, likewise stated what were the inten- 
tions of the Spanish Government with reference to the large quantity of 
tobacco known to be in Manila on the Ist of August last. 


“ Although the official notice asserts that there will be no auctions in 


Manila until further orders, it conveys no guarantee that the tobacco wil 
not be sold privately or forwarded in consignment to Europe on behalf o: 
the Spanish Government, as in the case of the cargo per Her Majesty, - 
lately arrived.”

The following is from the Circular of Messrs. Jorss and Co., Brad- 
ford:—Since our last issue of the 26th ult. our market has remained 
throughout in a state of inanition, and the traneactions for the fortnight 
may be very simply described as ni/. In wool the transactions are of the 
narrowest possible limit, and prices unchanged. Yarns remain quiet as 
ever, and as spinners cannot get orders at any price, they adopt short time 
as their contracts run out. In pieces scarcely an order bas been placed ; 
even the most ruinous prices fail to induce orders, and manufacturers are 
compelled to stand. The somewhat unsettled state of politics on the 
Continent has cast an additional gloom over tbe market.

IFOURTH REPORT OF THE COURT OF DIRECTORS 


To the ORDINARY HALF-YEARLY GENERAL MEETING of SHAREHOLDERS held at the Banking-house of the 
Corporation, Wardley-house, Hong Kong, on TUESDAY, the 13th August, 1867. 
TO THE SHAREHOLDERS OF THE HONG KONG AND SHANGHAI BANKING CORPORATION. 


GENTLEMEN,—The Directors have the pleasure to submit, for the approval of the Shareholders, the Fourth Half-yearly Report on the operations 
of the Company, ending on 30th June last. 

The net profits for that period, including $35,901.44 brought forward from last account, after paying all charges and interest to customers, and 
making ample provision for bad and doubtful debts, amount to $296,138.82, of which, after taking out rebate on bills not yet due, and allowing for the 
amount written off preliminary expenses, the remuneration to Directors, &c., there remains for appropriation the sum of $269,188.81, as shown by the 
- annexed abstract of accounts duly audited by the Hon. P. Ryrie and W. C. Hunter, Esq. 

The Directors recommend a distribution out of these profits of a dividend of $7.50 on the paid-up Shares, and $1.50 on the New Shares, payable 
at once at the Head Office and Agencies, which will absorb $180,000, and of the balance the Directors propose to carry $75,000 to the Reserve Fund, 
and $14,188.81 to the credit of new account. 

If the meeting confirm the foregoing appropriation of profits, the Reserve Fund will be raised to $250,000, or 8} per cent. on the paid-up 
capital of the Bank, and the dividends distributed from the beginning will represent 21} per cent. on the capital for a period of 26 months, thus showing 
an average’of 13.69 per cent. per annum net profit. 

Satisfactory as these figures are considering the numerous difficulties attending the management of a banking establishment in the earlier period of 
its existence, the Directors @ould have been able to show a still more favourable result of the Bank’s progress during the last half-year but for the 
unfortunate occurrences which have again disturbed the China trade, so seriously shaken already by the disasters of the previous year. Until the last 
few months the Bank had the good fortune to steer clear of all dangers, but it could not be expected that it should always escape losses in the midst of 
such a protracted crisis, when so many of the long-established and once powerful houses succumbed to their accumulated misfortunes. The Directors 
have had therefore to provide for the bad debts incurred, of which the only one of a comparatively important amount was occasioned by the downfall of 
one of the leading firms which held for a series of years such a prominent position in China, that its co-operation was of invaluable service to the Bank 
at the time of its formation. In alluding to the above unfavourable circumstances, the Court feel happy, however, to inform the Sharcholders that the 
full amount of all losses referred to has been provided for out of the realised profits, leaving sufficient surplus to declare a handsome dividend, besides 
strengthening the Reserve Fund very materially. 

A glance at the Balance Sheet now published, compared with the previous ones, will satisfy the Proprietors that the general resources of the Bank, 
and especially those dependent upon the support of the'public, have ever been on a steady increase, the amount of Deposits and Notes incirculation on 
80th June showing an excess of 25 per cent. on the corresponding figures at the same date last year. 

The Corporation has also established further claims on the sympathies of the mercantile community in not altering, as the other competing Banks 
have done, the customary usance which has for many years regulated Sterling Exchanges in the East. By thus adhering to a liberal policy the Cor- 
poration has realised one of the main objects of its institution, namely, to supply the legitimate requirements of the China trade, whose representatives, 
almost without exception, look upon the maintenance of the six months’ usance as an object of primary importance, especially when applying to ship- 
ments of Tea and other produce by the Jong sea route to Europe and America. In thus preserving a free course of action the Bank has succeeded in 
combining the safety of its Exchange operations with the additional advantages resulting from a diminished competition on the market for 6 months’ 
bills, affording the Bank a wider and more profitable selection. 

INCORPORATION. 


Under the provisions of the Hong Kong Bank Ordnance No. 5, of 1866, which has been confirmed by the Queen, a Deed of Settlement has been 
prepared, with which His Excellency the Governor has declared himself satisfled,and in that document are embodied some provisions which the Lords 
Commissioners of the Treasury required to be inserted. This deed having been executed by the requisite number of Shareholders, the legal Status of 
the Corporation is therefore now established on a satisfactory basis. 

DIRECTORS. 

Messrs. Edward Cunningham, Albert F. Heard, and H. B. Lemann having resigned, the Court have appointed Messrs. William H. Foster, jun., 
George F. Heard, and William Lemann to three of the vacant seats in the Direction, which is now composed of the following gentlemen:—Mr. Wol- 
demar Nissen, Chairman; Mr. Arthur Sassoon, Deputy Chairman; and Messrs. W. If. Foster, jun., George F. Heard, George J. Helland, William 
Lemann, Julius Menke, Caleb T. Smith, and Thomas Sutherland. 

In accordance with clause 122 of the new deed of settlement, the term of office of the Directors expires on this date, and the above gentlemen offer 
themselves for re-election, and by the terms of the deed are eligible.
